Propagation Watch 

DXers experienced both sides of the propagation coin 
last week. On the plus side, band conditions were 
exceptionally good on several days. The polar path was 
‘transparent,’ with excellent signal strengths, and no polar 
flutter. The long path was open on the higher bands until 
hours after local sunset, on 20-10 meters. Long-path signals 
were even logged on six meters! At times, there were DX 
signals coming through on every band 160-6 meters at the 
same time! It doesn’t get any better then this! 

The flip side of the coin was a series of intense solar 
flares in Sunspot Region 6555, including an X9 flare (the 
highest class) on March 22. The numerous powerful flares 
from Region 6555 caused short-lived HF blackouts, and 
geomagnetic storming. Propagation through the polar and 
aurora latitudes simply disappeared. The X9 flare on March 
22 boosted the Boulder A index to 84 on March 24. The 
Planetary K index hit 8 on the 24th, equivalent to an A- 
index reading of 240! 

Fortunately for DXers, Region 6555 rotates around to 
the back of the sun this weekend, and band conditions 
should improve dramatically. In the absence of major flares, 
look for great openings on the higher bands from local 
dawn until a couple of hours after sunset, with long path 
openings 3-5 hours later. (The bands are open daily on the 
long path; there aren’t any DXers using them!) And be 
alert for 6-meter openings, and auroral QSO on higher 
bands, especially after a major flare. Be prepared!

"Further to our projected plans for the visit to the 
Kingdom of Bhutan, in May, we have just received 
confirmation from Thimphu on visas.

I 
will deal with this matter immediately on my return from 
Bangladesh. It will make our travel much easier that my last 
trip.
